T HE Frontiſpiece is the exact Form of the Drawing on 
the Floor at making a Maſon; only it is to be obſerved, 
that when an APPRENT1CE, or FELLOW CRAFT is made, the 
Coffin and Sprig of Acacia muſt be omitted in the 1 they 
belonging only to the making of a MasTER, and repreſent the 
Tomb of Hiram, (the firſt Grand Maſter) who has been dead 
almoſt 3000 Years.----- The Drawing is frequently made with 
Chalk, Stone-blue and Charcoal intermixed; and as ſoon as the 
Ceremony of making is over, the new-made Maſon muſt take a 
Mop from a Pail of Water, and waſh it out. At the Time of 
making, the Room is very grandly illuminated; and, in ſome 
Lodges, powdered Roſin, mixed with ſhining Sand, is ſtrewed 
on the Floor, which (together with the extraordinary Illumi- 
nation of the Room) has a pretty Effect.-----The Reader is to 
underſtand, that after the Drawing is waſhed out, the Brethren 
who ſtood round the Drawing all ſit at the Table in the ſame 


Order, as near as poſſible; the new-made Member being placed, 
thc firſt Night, on the Maſter's Right Hand.

Decency, and good Order (as much as poſtible) in the 
World; and ſome of the Emblems of Free-Maſonry con- 
firm this Opinion, ſuch as the Compaſs, Rule, Square, &c. 
In all Countries where Maſonry is practiſed or eſta- 
bliſhed, at this Time, there is a Grand Maſter, who ge- 


verns all the Lodges in that Country, and has the Autho- 
rity of delivering the Conſtitutions and Laws of the Society 


to the Maſters who preſide over the ſubordinate Aſſemblies, 
which Conſtitutions muſt always be ſigned by the Grand 


Secretary of the Order, The Grand Maſter can alſo hold 
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2 Meeting, or Lodge, as often as he thinks proper, which | 
is generally the ſecond Saturday in every Month in the 


Summer. but oftener in the Winter. 


The other Lodges meet regularly twice a Month, in 


the Winter Balf Year, and once a Month in the Summer; 


and the Members of each Lodge pay quarterly from Three 
Shillings and Five-pence to Five Shillings into the Hands of 
the Treaſurer, which generally defrays the Expence of 
their Meetings. 

There are alſo quarterly Continiications or Mectings 
held, at which are preſent the Maſter and Wardens of 
every regular Conſtitution in LoN Do, and the adjacent 
Parts; where the ſeveral Lodges ſend, by the ſaid War- 
dens, different Sums of Money, to be paid into the Hands 
of the Treaſurer-General, and appropriated to ſuch chari- 
table Uſes as the Grand Maſter, and the Maſters of diffe- 
rent Lodges under him, think proper; but theſe Charities 
are chiefly confined to Maſons only. Such as have good 
Recommendations of their Behaviour and Character, will 
be aſſiſted with Five, Ten, or Twenty Pounds; and leſs Sums 
are diſtributed to the indigent Brethren, in Proportion to 
| their! Wants, and the Number of Years they have been 
Members. 

At theſe quarterly Communications, large Sums are 
*Hltewiſe ſent from Lodges in the moſt remote Parts of the 
World, viz. in the Ea and Meſi Indies, and Accounts 
tranſmitted of the Growth of Maſonry there : The State 
of the Funds of the Society are likewiſe communicated to 
the Company, and the Deliberations of the Meeting taken 
down by the Secretary, who lays them before the Grand 
: Maſter at the yearly Meeting,

Servants to Solomon with Timber and Workmen, to 
forward the building of the Temple; and he ſent Hiram 
Abiff, the Widow's Son, of the Tribe of Naphthali, who. 
was a Maſter of all his Maſons, Carvers, Engravers, and 
Caſters in Braſs, and other Metals that were uſed in the 
Temple; and King Solomon confirmed all the Charges 
which King David had given to Maſons. Thus was the 
worthy Craft of Maſons confirmed in Feruſalem, and mary 
other Kingdoms. 3 
A few. Centuries after this, hate the Deſtruction of 5 
the firſt Temple of Nebuchadnezzar, after it had ftood Four 
Hundred and Thirty Years. ' The ſecond Temple began 
in the Reign of Cyrus, Seventy Years after that Deftruc- 
tion ; — it being hindered, it was Forty-ſix Years in 
building, and was finiſhed in the Reign of Darius. 3 
In the Reign of Ptolemy and Cleopatra, Onias built * 
Fewiſh Temple in Egypt, in a Place called Bubaſtis, and 
_ called it by his own Name. 
About One Hundred and Twenty Years after this, the 5 
Tower of Stratton, alias Cæſarea, was built by Herod, in 
Paleſtine; and many other curious Works of Marble, as 
the Temple of Cæſar Agrippa, to his Memory, in a or 1 
try named Zenodoras, near Panion.

As it ow is, has not been of long ſtanding in this King- 


dom: No Conſtituted Lodges, or Quarterly Communica- 
tions were heard of, till about 1680; before then, the No- 


bility of England kept Lodges in their own Houſes, c. 
But ſince that Time, Lords and Dukes, Lawyers and 
Shop- keepers, and other inferior Tradeſmen; nay, even 
Porters, Scavengers, Tagrag and Bobtail not excepted, 
were (and are) admitted into this ancient Myftery: The 
- . Hirſt Sort being introduced at a very great Expence ; the 
ſecond Sort at a moderate Kate; and the latter for a meer 
Trifle; for which they receive that Badge of Honour (an 
Apron) which is termed more Ancient and Honourable 

than the Star and Garter ; and indeed ſo it was originally, 
and would be fo now, if the Brotherhood would keep up 
to the Rules and Charges which were firſt inſtituted; then 
it would redound to the Honour of the Craft, which at

V is very probable, that the firſt Inhabitants of this 
land were the immediate Deſcendants. of the Patri -;

t. Alban was Steward of the King's Houſhold, and had 
e Government of the Realm: He loved Malons, che- 
iſhed. them. much, and made their Pay right good, ſtand- 
ns as the Kealm did; for he gave them Two Shillings a 
Week, and Three: pence to their Chear; before that I ime, 
England, a Mal had but a Penm a Day and his Meat. 
B. alſo gave them a Charter of the King to hold a Gene- 
ral Council, and 2 it the Name 4 — Aſſembly, and 
was preſent himſelf, and afliſted in making Maſons, and 
yes them Charges. 
Canſtantine the Great, who put A total End to Rams

Cambridge; and ſome Accounts will have it, that Sigeberf, 
King of the Eaſl Angles, began to erect the Univerſity 
there. leave that to the moſt, proper Judges Deter- 
mmation.

Soon after the Martyrdom. of St. Alban, a certain King 
-invaded the. Land, and deſtroyed moſt of the Natives with

when Gregory the Firſt ſent into Britain a Monk, and 
other learned Men, to preach the Chriſtian Faith to this 


Nation, which as yet had not fully received it —Ethelbert 


"likewiſe built a Church at Canterbury, and dedicated | it to 


by St. Peter and St. Paul.

| Allen, Earl of Surry, Grand Maſter, who was the Founder 
of Battle Abbey and Fotheringay; and in his Reign Maſonry 
was in a flouriſhing State: But ſoon after, in the Minority 


of Henry the Sixth, A. D. 1425, the Commons of Eng- 
land began to diſturb their Repoſe; and in the third Vear 
of his Reign, the following Clauſe was made in an Act: 

. ' Whereas, by the yearly Congregations and Confederacies 


made by the Maſons in their General Aſſemblies, the good 


Courſe and Effect of the Statutes of Labourers be openly vio- 

dated and broken, in Subverſion of the Law, and to the great 
Damage of all the Commons: Our Sovereign Lord the King, 
willing in this Caſe to provide a Remedy, by the Advice and 


Conſent aforeſaid, and at the ſpecial Requeſi of the Commons, 


hath ordained and eſtabliſhed, That ſuch Chapters and Congre- 
gations ſhall not be hereafter holden ; and if any ſuch be made, 
they that cauſe ſuch Chapters and Congregations to be holden, 


and thereof convicted, it ſhall be adjudged Felony : And that 


the other Maſons, who come to ſuch Chapters and Congregati- 


ons, be puniſhed by Priſonment of their Bodies, and make Fine 
and Ranſom at the King's Mill. 98 1 


But this menacing Act was never put in Force, nor 
were the Maſons in the leaſt intimidated from holding 
their Aſſemblies and Communications; nor did they ever 
contrive to get it repealed, as they did not preſume to 


meddle with State Affairs, and by their own Laws they 


were forbid to engage in any Combinations. 'I hough the 
Craft ſuffered greatly by the bloody Wars between the 
Houſes of York and Lancaſter, till the Union of the two 
Kingdoms, when true Maſonry - began again to dawn in 
this Part of the World, notwithſtanding Queen £/:zabzth 


was no Encourager of the Study of Architecture. I his 


Princeſs having been told that Maſons had Secrets they 


would not diſcover, began to be jealous of their Aſſem- 
blies, and on St. John's Day, A. D. 1561, ſent an armed 


Force to diſſolve their annual Communication: But Sir 


Tuomas Sackville, then Grand Maſter, ſent ſeveral of the

When King James the Firſt aſcended the Throne, 
Maſonry Aouriſhed more than it had ever done before, 
and the famous Inigo Jones being Grand Maſter, the beſt 
Craftſmen, from all Parts, came to him, and he allowed 
them very good Wages; and alſo held the Quarterly Com- 
munication of the Grand Lodge, and the Annual General 
Aſſembly on St. John's Day. He was annually rechoſen 
*till the Year 1618, when William Earl of Pembroke was 
choſe, and being approved of by the King, Inigo Jones 
was appointed Deputy Grand Maſter; and many eminent, 
learned, and worthy Men were admitted Brethren ; but, 


unhappily for the Craft, the Civil Wars broke out, when

general, proved abortive by the Obſtinacy of ſome private 
Perſons, who would not be perſuaded to part with their 


Properties, though he gave us an elegant Specimen of his 


Workmanſhip in the rebuilding of St. Paul's. 


A. D. 1674, George Villiers, Duke of Buckingham, be- 
came their Grand Maſter, and was ſucceeded by Henry 
Bennet, Earl of Arlington, in 1679, who being much en- 
gaged in State Affairs, could not attend to the Welfare of 
the Craft; though, during his Grand Maſterſhip, many 
Perſons of the firſt Diſtinction were admittdd. 
A. D. 1685, upon the Death of the Earl of Arlington, 
the Lodges met, and choſe Sir Chriſtopher Mren Grand 
Maſter; but at this Time particular Lodges were chiefly

by Age and bodily Infirmities, rendered incapable of pre- 
fiding over them. But after the Rebellion, in the Year 
1715, the Maſters and Wardens of the Lodges in London,

and on St. John's Day, 1717, at their annual Feaſt, choſe 


the oldeſt Maſter-Maſon from among themſelves, which 


was Mr. Anthony Sayer, who was accordingly inſtalled at

A. D. 1718, George Payne, Eſq; was elected in the 
Room of Mr. Sayer; and in the following Year, John 
Theophilus Deſaguliers, F. R. 8. was appointed; and after

The French and 
Natives of Swiſſerland have a more ſtriking and ſolemn Way of

the Members lies flat on his Back, with his Face disfigured and 
beſmeared with Blood, on the Spot where the Drawing on the 


Floor is made; his natural Surprize and Confuſion immediately

following Purport : Brother, be not frightened, this is the un- 
© fortunate Remains of a worthy Maſter, who would not deliver

After their Execution, King Solomon ſent. the twelve 
Crafts to faiſe their Maſter Hiram, in order that he might 
be interred in the Sanctum Sandtorum: And Solomon told 
them, ihat if they could not find a KEy-Wonp in him, 
or about him, it was loſt; ſor there were but three in the 
World that knew it, and it never could be delivered with- 
out the three were together; therefore, as one was dead, it 
was loſt; but the firſt Sign and Word that was made and 
ſpoke at his Kaiſing, ſhould be his ever after.

He 
muſt be well verſed in the Laws and Conſtitutions of the 
Order, and ought to be temperate, cool, and quite perfect 
in going through the before-mentioned Lectures, as all the

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\ FTER giving you the whole of Ancient Maſonry, as 
21 practiſed in all good Lodges to this Period, and which 
is deemed ſuperior to the Modern; as it appears, in the 
preceding Part of the Work, to have been cultivated by 
the Antideluvian World; for we read in the Book of Ge-

Modern Maſonry, ſome ſtrongly affirm, took its firſt 
Riſe from the Building of the Tower of Babel; but other 
more ancient Authors contradict it, by affirming that they 
e belonged to the Ancients, but ſome Diſputes 
ariſing betwixt them, on Account of their CHARGEs, 
CoNnsTITUTIONS, &c. they ſeparated from them, and 
made By-laws, Charges, Words, &c. of their own, different 
from the others; and, in order to be more diſtinguiſhed, 
they altered their Lectures, or Manner of WoRKING in 
the Lodges, and gave themſelves the Name of MopkRN 


Masons, which Name they bear to this Day.—I am 


much of the ſame Opinion with theſe ancient Authors ; 
as the Modern Maſons allow Hiram to be their Grand 
Maſter, and treat wholly on the building of the Temple 
of Solomon, the ſame as the Ancients, tho' there are ſome, 


of late Years, who have changed Hiram for Adoniram, 


but there are very few of them, and thoſe few are not 
countenanced by regular Moderns, on that Account.

- he regular Moderns likewiſe ſpeak much in Favour of 
Euclid, and allow that he communicated the noble Science 
of Maſonry to one Mannon Erecus, who afterward joined 
them, and being throughly experienced, taught the ſaid

| wards elected King of France, and from thence was Mo- 
dern Maſonry brought to England. _ 


Theſe Moderns were never countenanced in England, 
or any other Part, by the Ancients, nor admitted into their 
Lodges, as they worked in a different. Manner, and made 
uſe of different Paſs-Words, Ic. contrary to the primitive 
Times; and for that Reaſon (as obſerved before) they are 
an entire Body of themſelves. 1

The moſt free and open Society, in the Modern Way, 
is that of the Grand Kaiheber, which conſiſts of a ſelect 
Company of reſponſible People, whoſe chief Diſcourſs is 
concerning Architecture, Trade, and Buſineſs; and pro- 
moting mutual Friendſhip, without the leaſt Compulſion 
or Reſtriction.— I wiſh the Engliſi Moderns, and Anei- 
ents too, were upon the ſame Principles, there would nat 
be ſo much Occaſion for juſt Cenſure as there is: ut 
why ſhould it be otherwiſe, when there is ſo much Diſ- 
cord and Irregularity/amongſt themſelves ? An Inſtance of 
which follows :—After the Admiſſion into the Secrets of 
Modern Maſonry, if any new Brother ſhould diſlike their 
Proceedings, and reflect upon himſelf for being ſo eaſily 
cajoled out of his Money, upon declining the Fraternity, 
or ſecluding himſelf on Account of the quarterly Expences 
of the Lodge, and quarterly Communications, notwith- 
ſtanding he has been legally admitted into a regular con- 
ſtituted Lodge, he is denied the Privilege (as a viſiting 
Brother) of knowing any further of that Myſtery for which 
he has already paid: This is a manifeſt Contradiction to 
the Inſtitution of Maſonry itſelf. —But as I take no. Plea- 
ſure in giving Offenee to any one, and more eſpecially the 
Brotherhood, I ſhall therefore decline repeating any more 
of their diſagreeable Proceedings, and go on with the 
Work in Hand; hoping they may rectify ſuch Errors, and 
for the future be an Ornament to the CRAFT, and merit 
the good Opinion and Well-Wiſhes of the Public.
